JUSTICE J. J.BERGEN 
“DIES IN HIS SLEEP 


New Jersey Supreme Court Jarist 
for Sixteen Years Succumbs 
Somerville Home at 76. 


Suprenie Court Justice James J. Ber- 
| gen of Somerville, N. J., whose circuit 
comprised the counties of Union and 
Middlesex, died during his sleep Friday 
night of a contraction of the cardiac 
muscles, A servant entering the room 
to wake him yesterday morning found 
the Justice dead in his bed. He had re- 
tired in good spirits without any com- 
plaint of ill-health, nor had he shown 
ahy sign of #iness previously. He left a 
wife, a daughter, a stepson and three 
fons, one of whom is Francis L. Bergen, 
assfstant prosecutor of Somerset County. 

Justice Bergen was 76 years old, a 
descendant of Hans Hansan Bergen, who 
came to New York from Holland and 
was the ancestor of nearly all the Ber- 

ens in America. He graduated from 

Ssalver Butler Seminary in 1863 and be- 

gan to practice law in 1871. He was 
Shected to the State Legislature in 1875, 
and Br ye! in 1876, 1890, and 1802. 
From 1877 to 1 he was Prosécutor of 
Pleas in Somerset County. Appointed a 
Vice Chancellor in 1904 for a term of 
seven years, he only served until 1907, 
when, on the nomination of Governor 
Stokes, he became a Supreme Court Jus- 
tice. He was reappointed by -Governor 
Fielder in 1914 and by Governor Ed- 
wards in 1921, 

Justice Bergen had been President of 
the Somerville Board of Commissionérs 
for several rs, and also & Director of 
the First National Bank of Somerville. 
The funeral services at his late residence 
on Tuesday’ will be private.

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct, 20.—A fight- 
ing Princeton eleven went down to de- 
feat at the hands of Notré Damé’s 
superb football machine before more 
than 28,000 people in Palmer Stadium 
this afternoon, 25 to 2. It was a crush- 
ing blow to the Tigers after last year’s 
championship season, but a blow which 
‘ only added further glory to the West- 
erners’ already great prestige, for they 
showed the same perfection of execution 
and the same irrestible power that car- 
ried them to victory over the Army iast 
week. The defeat marks Princeton's 
first in two seasons as well as the first 
time in football history that the two 
teams have met. 

An offense, probably surpassing in 
smoothness and drive anything that has 
ever been seen in Palmer Stadium, ac- 
counted for four touchdowns for Knute 
Rockne’s charges, while the Tigers wee 
pair of points was made on a safety at 
the end of the second quarter. Notre 
Dame's shifty backs left little to choose 
between them, for each’ seemed equally 
@ble to’ gain around the ends or on off- 
tackle smashes, but Laydeén, Crowley 
and Miller shared the glory with Stuhl- 
dreher, the quarterback, whose general- 
ship left little to be desired.

Was much the better horse, The vic- 
tory of Zey by five lengths was so de- 
cisive that no one in_the great throng 
that saw the t could doybt the st- 
periority of the winner. Zev proved 
under the prevailing conditions not only 
to have greater speed, “which had been 
admitted for him in advance, but also 
more stamina than his English rival. 

The only unfortunate circumstance 
Burrounding the race was that it was run 
on @ muddy track. There remains the 
possibility that Papyrus could have 
made a better showing on a fast track, 
such as his best races have been run on, 
for it did seem quite evident during the 
running of the race; and particularly 
the Jast three furlongs, that the son of 
Tracery did not Mke the condition of 
the track. There was never a doubt, of 
course, that Zev would riegotiate. the 
muddy going, for he has proved his abil- 
ity to run in mud many times. 

Trainer Basil Jarvis may have himself 
fargely to blame for the showing of his 
horse under the circumstances, as he 
refused to take the advice of numerous 
American trainers and equip his horse 
with toe clip plates, used here for such 
going as prevailed yesterday. After the 
race Donoghue said that several times 
Papyrus had slipped on the greasy sur- 
face, and that it was evident early in 
the race that he was not suited to the 
track conditions. This bore out the 
opinion as gained through the glasses,

Jarvis had sent to England for a set 
ef smooth plates such as are used in 
that country and which are suited to the 
running conditions there.

The lack of proper plates, however, 
cannot be held as any: good excuse for 
the defeat of the English racer. At no 
time in the running of the race did 
Papyrus show speed equal to that of 
Zev, and when the question of stamina

Sande Rides Excellent Race. 

Whether entirely under instructions or 
partly from his own judgment, Sande 
rode an excellent race. He relied on the 
speed of Zev to kill off Papyrus, and 
this strategy succeeded. Sande said 
afterward that Zev was able to draw 
away any time he waa called on. Zev 
carried Papyrus along at such a good 
clip through the first mile that the Eng- 
lish racer wes well used up in his ef- 
fort’ to keep close to his American op- 
ponent, and when the turn was reached 
he had been raced out.

thermore, is not like the muddy English 
turf, and Steve Donoghue, who rode 
Papyrus, said after the race .that his 
horse had slipped continually. 

Papyrus wore smooth pletes for the 
race, and, according to racing’ men, the 
failure of Basil Jarvis, trainer of the 
English horse, to equip Papyrus with 
toe clip plates placed the foreign horse 
at a disadvantage. It is the belief of 
American racing men that had Papyrus 
been properly shod he would have run 
a much better race. 

Officials of the Jockey Club could not 
say too much in praise of Benjamin 
Irish, Papyrus’s owner, who had gal- 
lantly taken the chance of sending him 
over for this race ageinst almost cer- 
tain defeat. 

Vortune Paid in Admissions. 

The Westchester Racing Assoctation, 
operating Belmont Park; came out of 
the affair pretty well, too. Though the 
record-breaking crowd which had been 
expected failed to turn out, the shortage 
was almost entirely in the lower brack- 
ets of the price list, Box seats, enclo- 
sure and grand Mand were almost all 
filled, and there were thousands who 
came fh on general admission, besides a 
scattering crowd in the infield. Though 
no official report of the gate was ob- 
tainable last night, it was believed that 
the receipts had aggregated $432,000, 
and the motion picture rights are worth 
$60,000. more. 

The expense of the race, altogether, 
will come to about $190,000, so the house 
is pretty well ahead, _ 

As to the handling of the crowd, it 
could not have been better. There was 
no trouble of any sort. 

It was a great victory for the stubborn 
friends of the Américan horae, who had 
stuck to him despite the smoke clouds of 
whispered rumors about bad condition 
early in thé week, finally brought out 
into the open bythe sudden action of 
the Jockey Club in bringing My Own 
up from Washington on the day before 
the race, Odds against Papyrus, which 
had begun at 3 or 4 to 1, dropped stead- 
ily until just before the race they were 
5 to 4, and some bets were made at 
even money. But Zev had the advan- 
tage of an old guard of supporters who 
had to stick to him because they could 
pronounce his name, and their loyalty 
was rewarded when their - champion 
came through to a great victory. 

There could have been no finer day 
for a great international race. After 
two days of rain the sky cleared com- 
pletely yesterday morning, the sun 
shone and the weather was Long 
Island at its October best. ‘Before noon 
long columns of, automobiles were moy- 
ing out along the sadly - inadequate 
boulevards of Long Island, and special 
trains from the Thirty-third Street sta- 
tion were beginning to carry the crowds 
down to Belmont Park.

bates; but they’ won a double moral 
victory in that they forced their Amer- 
ican opponents to adopt their method 
of argument and also their method of 
decision—by vote of the audience, which 
is bound to be partisan, instead of tne 
Calm conclusion of a small group of 
judges.

Details of the Running. 


It -was -ten minutes before 4 o'clock 
when a few cheers ‘from the rail birds 
betokened that the two great thorough- 
breds were on their way from the sad- 
dling stalls in the paddock.

WOULD USE AUSTRIAN PLAN 


With America. in the League He 
Believes France Would Ac- 
cept This. Solution.

WASHINGTON, : Oct. 20.—In an ad- 
dress today before the Army War -Col- 
lege, Professor Irving’ Fisher of Yale 
University declared that the reconstruc- 
tion program which had saved Austria 
from economic’ destruction should be 
applied to the case of Germany. He 
expressed the belief that if the United 
States were in the League of Nations 
France might be prevailed upon to ac- 
cept this decision. 

“Until the reparations problem is 
solved world peace will remain in jeop- 
ardy, as well as the stability of gov- 
ernments, industry, finance and mone- 
tary standards,”’ said Professor Fisher.. 

“So far the problem has been badly 
bungled because politicians are seldom 
statesmen and have been either unable 
or unwilling to face the facts. ; 

“France will not listen to the English 
and’ American suggestion for an expert 
study of Germany's capacity to pay. 
She would not permit reparations to be 
discussed at the Genoa conference. She 
has, contrary to England’s wishes, oc- 
cupied the Ruhr.

Chilean Pianist, Well Known In Eu- 
rope, Makes His Debut Here.

The foregoingis on the word of Police 
Commissioner Enright. His detectives, 
he avers, know in each of a number, of 
instances who is responsible for murder. 
But, he adds. there is little prospect in 
‘any of these cases that there will be 
arrest, indictment or trial. In a talk 
Over the radio last week. Commissioner 
Enright said: ; 

"In these’ unsolved cases our books 
are not closed until. the last principal 
involved is dead. I suppdése you folk 
want to know sométhing about ‘stich 
cases as the Elwell and ‘Dot’ King mys- 
teries.

Verotta, 
for a commutation of their. sentence to 
the death chair to life imprisonment. 
They were convidted +a year ago in 
Judge Alfred J. Talley’s part of General 
Sessions of the slaying of the. child, 
after they had been lodged in cells with 
three others for his kidnapping in May, 
1921, because threats made in Ietters 
they- sent to the parents of the boy had 
been put into effect by confederates.

The parents were natives of Cor- 
sica, and, cohtrary to’ the usual custom 
of victims of blackmailers in Italian sec- 
tions throughout the country, they not 
only turned the letter with its demand 
and threats over to the detectives of the 
Italian Suad, but went further and told 
the police they suspected Marine, who 
lived across the street from them, was 


the leader of the kidnapping plot. 

The work of the detectives was not as 
cleverly concealed as they planned to 
have it. Lookouts of the kidnappers sta- 
tioned in windows of teneme#its across 
the street, and who knew most of the 
detectives of the Italian Squad,- since 
abolished, saw the Verottas talking to 
detectives in their: apartment, saw them 
hand over the letter and knew that the 
parents of the kidnapped boy had ig- 
nored their threats.

~~ murder indictment against all, 
although the authorities Knew that the 
men were in the Tombs and could not 
have. participated in the actual ane 
That was not necessary. They were held 
equally guilty of murder because they 
knew of the death threat. 

There have been no blackhand kid- 
nappings in Italian sections in this city 
since these convictions. Should Governor

Any particular difference that exists 
between the shopping systems of London 
and New York is rather. in favor of 
New York, inthe opinion of the newly 
arrived English woman’ who, 
careful comparison of the two, has been 
expressing her views to her friends. 

“I- know now,” she said, returning 
from .her first real shopping tour and 
telling. what she thought about it, “I 
know now what a ‘dry goods store’ is. 
It’s just a shop, but larger and wonder- 
fully interesting. 

**You see, a friend telephoned me. this

dress. Well, I went expecting to find it 
a shop where dried beans, dog biscuits 
and canary seed and such things are 
sold, for that is the sort of stuff that 
would stock a ‘dry goods storé’ ‘at. homme. 
But it was a great big shop,with win- 
dows like picture frames for the ex- 
quisite garments they showed. 
1 “I passed through shining glass doors 
into a brilliantly lit interfor where 
colors and hues blended into harmonies 
that were mellowed by velvet-scrdened 
lights, and at first sight there was very 
little to remind me that I was not at 
home in London except that the articles 
were marked with dollars and cents in- 
stead of in shillings and pounds, and 
that many of the woolens bore the label, 
rs lish made.”’ 

“There were the same queues of 
fakarve women stacked together in 
the lifts like peas in.a pod, just as they 
are in London, and in the restaurant 
they’ ‘were showing one another thtir 
parenecce while they had ‘quick 
unches.’ 

“One difference I did notice imme- 
diately with pleasure. ‘That was the 
women assistanta—my friend called 
them ‘sales giris--instead of standin 
on tired feet, wedged together behin 
harrow counters, were seated on 
pleasant looking chairs when not serving 
customers, where they were able to rest 
without restraint. 


“American Era” in London Shops. 


“I know, though, if I had come to 
New York two years or even eighteen

CARRY HEALTH SERVICE 
TO ISOLATED HOMES 


Red Cross Nurses Aid 175,000 
Patients Yearly and Make 
1,120,000 Visits. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Along the 
Maine coa3t, in far-away Alaske and in 
mountainous North Carolina young 
‘women today are pioneering under the 
direction of the American Red Cross 
in the spirit of trail-breakers for the 
cause of health and better living con- 
ditions. According to the annual report 
to.Congress, Red Cross nurses have ¢s- 
tablished outposts. during the year to 
help the people of the Alaska peninsul 
Oe leek s ay ge sae Bay, Me., an 
a an Lic; : 

These isolated services, soon to be in- 
creased by assignment of purses to three 
other remote localities, are doing, con- 
structive work among backward peoples, 
influencing health improvement, especi-" 
ally for children, and spreading knowl- 
edge of better ways of living among aa 
ple who have rarely experienced visits 
from friendly strangers ng for 
nothing and offering help without pay. 
In instituting these serv the Red 
Cross is carrying out the will of Miss 
Jane A. Delano, wartime director of the 
Red Cross Nursing Service, who en- 
dured the ors of outpost nursing 
thirty-five years ago in an na min- 
ing camp. A _ special bequest supplies 
the funds required for penetrating habi- 
tations*far from the ten paths of 
travel and carries the lessons of health 
to people most in need of reconstitution 
and enlightenment. 

This pioneering is characteristic of the 
Public Health Nursing Service of the 
Red Cross in which 1,088 nurses are 
serving rural communities throughout 
the country. A year’s accomp! ts 
by these nurses approximates. 175,000 
patients cared for, 1,120,000 nu 
visits to homes and the 
2,000,000 school children. The Red Cross 
‘Public Health nurse works upder the 
direction of the local chapter with th 
end in view of obtaining a permane 
foundation for the se 

In. the last year 116 suth services 
were. taken over bd taxpayers as a 
municipal responsibility, ublie author- 
ities in States where 1 lation — 
are quick to assume the cost of public 
health nursing after chapters have fur- 
nished a convincing demonstration of 
initial development. The Federal Gov- 
ernment has rec zed the excellent 
work of the public health nurse, and on 
rea of the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs the Red Cross has made sur- 
veys of about fifteen Indian reservations 
with the view to solving health problems 
and establishing nursing services among 
the Indians. 

Another outstanding feature of the 
health program of the Red Cross is the 
enrolment of. 40,000 qualified women in 
the Red Cross Nursing Service, of whom 
20,000 saw service during the World 
War. This great force is by law a re- 
serve of the Army Nurse Corps, and 
upon call serves the navy, the United 
States Public Health Service and the 
Veterans’ Bureau, and also provides 
nurses for the various activities of the 
Red Cross. The advice of this service 
on nursing standards is sought by Red 
Cross societies throughout the world. 
Forty-one Red Cross nurses are now on 
duty with the army, 186 with the navy 
209 with the Public’Health Service and 
1,010 in hospitals of the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau caring for disabled ex-service men. 
Ninety-three nurses are on foreign duty, 
twenty-seven of them in the Near East.

MR.‘ CUMMINS AND MR. 
LA FOLLETTE. 


Senator Cummins, it is reported, will 
be a candidate for President of the Sen- 
ate. He probably needs the extra pay. 
If the Senator obtains the dignified and 
well-paid office, he will probably have 
to relinquish the Chairmanship of the 
important Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee. Im that post his usefulness can 
hardly be exaggerated: Time, death | 
and the accidents of election have 
brought. Mr. La Foutgzrre. to the sec- 
ond place on two powerful committees, 
Finance and Interstate Commerce. As 
RICHARD Barry explains in another part 
of today’s Timms, the second or “ rank- 
ing” member of the committee, while 
inferior in authority to its Chairman, 
has certain privileges that enlarge in- 
fluence. He is, for instance, a member 
of the committee when a measure comes 
to the point of conference between the 
two: branches of Congress. 

Possibly this privilege will "e of no 
particular use to Mr. La FOLLETTE except 
to acquaint him with those mysteries of 
. iniquity that, according to, him, are 
transacted in conference, betraying the 
people. He will play his own game, and 
make all the trouble he can. He has his

FREE STATE: FINANCES. 


A hopeful sign for the Irish Free State 
is the revival of the weekly The Irish 
Statesman. With it is merged The 
Irish Homestead, and the combined pub- 
lication is to be edited by Grorce W. 
RUSSELL, with the active assistance of 
Sir Horace PLUNKETT. What these two 
men have done in the past twenty years 
by advocating constructive and healing 
policies in Ireland is too well known to 
need recital. It is of happy augury that 
they are uniting their forces to give 
every aid possible to the functioning and 
strengthening of the Irish Free State. 

The first issue of The Irish Statesman 
contains a characteristic survey of the 
situation in Ireland by hér emigrant son, 
G. By Suaw. Assuming to write ina 
judicial spirit, he yet scorns the Bacon- 


ian maxim that a Judge should be |. 
learned rather than witty. -His article 


is filled with audacious flings at the

Whether this loan should be internal 
or external is discussed in The Irish 
Statesman by Mr.-T. J. KIERNAN,-who 
writes with the solemn air of a financial 
expert. On the whole,“he plumps for a 
foreign loan. The reason he gives is 
that it would “cause economic compul- 
“sion on-our foreign: traders, and, 
“th them, on our merchants and 
“manufacturers and farmers, to in- 
“crease our exports.” He laments the 
fact that at present “our ports are idle 
“ and the incoming ships often return with 
“a eargo of sand.” But his argument 
is that if the Irish people had to bestir 
themselves to pay the interest on a loan 
abroad, they would find a new incentive 
to develop their foreign trade. This is 
rather queer reasoning in itself, afid en- 
tirely passes by the question: how a for- 
eign loan could be secured, except on 
ruinous terms, by a country in the un- 
happy industrial plight of Ireland, which 


‘is spending nearly twice its revenue. 
A way will doubtless be found to make- 


the Free State a going concern. But it 
clearly starts off under a heavy finan- 
cial handicap. One of the attributes of 
national sovereignty laid down in the 
books is the right to contract for a pub- 
lic debt. In that sense at least the Irish 
Free State can qualify as a full-fledged 
sovereign. 








THE GALAPAGOS. 


The Galapagos Islands, to which buc- 
caneers and whalers used to resort for 
supplies of tortoise meat, are still. so 
much of a terra incognita that Wm11uAM 
BEEsE’s article in’ Agia describing a visit 
to the archipelago with the Williams 
expedition of the New York Zoological 
Society is of unusual interest. “ The 
land tortoises have now become extinct,” 
he writes, “ or else cling to a precarious 
“existence in deep craters of the far 
“interior.” Five hundred and eighty 
miles west\of Ecuador, almost.on the 
Equator, lie five large and ten small 
islands. “Discovered by the Spaniards in 
the sixteenth century, English bucca- 
neers made them their own as a base 
for operations against ‘galleons sailing 
the Pacific. The English adventurers 
named all*of the islands, rejecting the 
musical San Salvador, San’ Cristebal, 
Santa Maria and Santa Cruz of the 
Spaniards. . Santa Cruz they called Inde- 
fatigable, and it is the topography and 
reptile and bird life of Indefatigable 
which Breese describes in this article. .|. 
Of the approach to the island he says: 

We might have been near. Mount Ararat 

on the twenty-seventh day of a certain 

second month. Retrels fluttered here and 
there over the waves like party-colored 
butterflies, fulmars with ‘steadier wing- 
beats recalled martins, and two alba- 
trosses floated -near the yacht, an unex- 
pected sight at this time of the year. 

Sharks swam _ alongside, two fur seals 

turned and looked us over from wireless 
antennae to waterline—the only two I saw 
- at the ‘islands. . The most ectacular 

sight was a giant swordfish, at least ten 
feet in length, which leaped three times 
in. ‘succession, bringing down his mighty 
blade each time<in a different direction. 

Pelicans and man-of-war birds flew 

around and eround us, and boobies 

swooped low to quench their curiosity. 

The American naturalist thinks that 
CHARLES DARWIN, wha spent more than 
a month in the archipelago, may have 
derived his first inspiration for “ The 
Origin of Species” from observations of 
bird life in the Galapagos. ‘On March 28

THE MOHAWK: COMMEMO-_ 
RATION. 


The Mohawk Valley is experiencing 
a ‘historical: renaissance. “Going back 
of the origin of ‘most of its cities, it is 
seeking to commemorate and perpetuate 
the Valley’s past, and particularly to 
take an important part in the coming 
sesquicentennial celebration of the Rey- 
olution. From Utica, the home of the 
Mohawk Valley Historical Society, went 
forth last year a strong appeal for 
State participation in a large program 
for marking historic spots. and holding 
appropriate ceremonies in 1926. Under 
the inspiration of the President of the 
society, W. PIERREPONT WHITs, the cam- 
paign has so far proved succéssful, and 
a plan has been drawn up for the ap- 
proval of Governor SmirH involving 
joint State, Federal-and local support 
for a restoration of ric spots and 
the holding of ceremonies on the proper 


- anniversaries. 


The latest city to speak is Rome, and 
its appeal is not only to the Governor 
for support, but to‘the citizens of Rome 
to show their faith by deeds and forth- 
with purchase the site of Fort Stanwix 
and rebuild it. In this manner it is 
hoped at the same time to hasten the 


program and to show the Governor that 


the towns and>cities in~the: Valley are 
ready to back their interest in their his- 
toty. Fort Stanwix, where the present 
Rome stands, was one of the most im- 
portant spots in Western New York. 
Its site, at the divide between the waters 
of the Hudson and the Lakes, gave it a 
commanding position for all traffic be- 
tween the East and the West. As early 
as 1689 a French fortification occupied 
the spot, and in 1728 the English had a 
fort there. The actual Fort Stanwix was 
not built until 1758, and! was later de- 
stroyed after it passed into the hands of 
the Indians. It was “rebuilt. by the 
Americans, under General ScHUYLER, in 
1776 and named after him, and during 
the following year was. besieged by the 
British ‘under Sr. Lecer: It was to re- 
lieve this siege that the redoubtable Gen- 
eral NickoLas. HERKIMER set forth from 
Oriskany on the morning of Aug. 6, 1777, 
and was. ambushed in a ravine by the 
British and’ the Mohawk chief, JoserH 
Brant. The slaughter was terrible, 
more than five hundred men . being 
killed. In the middle ‘of the Fight the 
old ‘Gene: 

from ‘which he later died. The story 
goes that he had himself propped up 
against his saddle-under & tree and‘pro- 
ceeded to direct the battle in loud tones, 


smoking his pipe the while. .. ~ 


HERKIMER’s advance was to, have. ¢o- 
incided with a sortie from Fort Stanwix, 
but owing to confusion, he started too 
early. Although his men fell back; the 
7British were badly rputed, so that as 
they approached Fort Stanwix they were 
an easy mark for the garrison. The 
enemy lost® five of their standards, 
which, according to tradition, Colonel 
WILLETT hoisted over the fort, and above 
them flew:a crude representation of the 
Stars and Stripes. According to Fiske 
and other historians, this was the first 
time that the Stars and Stripes was ever 
flown over, a field of battle. 

The fort was -destroyed by fire and 
flood in 1781, but its plans are still in 
existence. To rebuild it, as was done in 
the case of Ticonderoga, would be a 
work well worthy of the modern Romans. 
The fact that their ancestors were more 
interested in classical antiquities than in 
those of America should-not deter them 
from turning their full energies to the 
pre-classical days of Central New York, 
before the incorrigible Simzon De Wrrt, 
Surveyor General of the State during 
the first half century of its existence, 
rode up the Mohawk Valley with an 
atlas of Greece and ancient Rome in his 
hand, laying out an empire as he went.. 
Although his biography denies that he 
was the “real culprit,” to him has long 
been: attributéd the geographical jug- 
gling of the Valley’s names, which re- 
sulted, among other things, “in such 
changes as Rome for Fort 
Stanwix. and Utica for Old Fort

It was ten years or more ago that Dr. 
Basi. L, GiDEeRsterve of Johns Hopkins |

by name, whom ‘he pictured as “ an al- 








barbarian. But now that he himself has 
become an almost centenarian (on. Tues- 
day he will be 92 years old) he must 
find that it was only the exigencies of 
rhyme that compelled him to such pity 
for Diotimus. To be sure, he no longer 


tenches Greek, but he.wanders still with |. 
delight. amid the lettered “passages of |< 
Greek postry ” which he still rémembers, | 
“Jooks out upon the present world with |: 


reasonableness. 

_A Confederate soldier and officer during 
the Civil War, which he used to say was 
fought to settle a question of grammar 
(that is, the question as to.whether “ the 
United States” was singular or plural), 
he carried his pocket Homer till the day ‘ 
that he lost not only it but his pistol and 
his horse and all byt his life. He has 
gone limping from his wound all his 
days since then, but his mind has been 
able, as were the legs of PHEDIPPDES, 
to “race like a god.” - To the students 
he also “bore the face of a god,” and 
was called Zeus by them. 

It is to be hoped that it is. not too late 
‘for him tg write his reminiscences and 
observations from the Olympian : seat 
which he has occupied for the last half. 
century. If he will welcome an addition 
te the wakeful anthology which he re- 
peats when he can’t sleep, this fragment 
from the ancient Greek is offered: 

I know that I am a mortal and ephem- 
eral; but when I scan the multitudinous 
circling spirals of the stars, no longer do 
I touch the earth with my feet, but sit 
with Zeus himself and take my ‘fill of 
ambrosial food. . 

No living one has tasted of that am- 
brosial food more often than he. Per- 
haps it is this which prolongs his days™ 
and keeps him constantly rejuvenated. 








THE WELSH SLAVE. 


Professor ALFRED E. ZIMMERN contrib- 
utes to The Century an estimate of Mr. 
Luioyvp GrorceE from a viewpoint some- 
what novel in English criticism. He 
regards the ex-Premier not as a British 
statesman who failed, but as a poten- 
tially great Welshman who ruined him- 
self by mixing in English politics. Hav- 
ing lived among: the Welsh, and taught 


them, Professor ZIMMERN knows them™ 


well. He analyzes the Welsh character, 
essentially that of a long suppressed 
subject nationality which recovered its 
national character through a religious 
revival, and has continued to express its 
national poetic talent through religious 
forms. When a product of this highly 
emotional, intensely self-conscious local. 
culture tries to beat his way into the 
English governing class, he becomes 

an incompletely assimilated foreigner, 

more gifted than those among whom his 

lot is cast, driven to exercise his. talents 
and secure the dominance which he feels 
is his’ due not by the natural ascendéncy 

. of home-grown genius among his own peo- 

(ple, but. by the adaptation and artifice, 
the trickery and legerdemain, which have 
been the age-long weapons of. the slave 
within the household. ~ 

It is an unhappy Welsh trait, finds 
Professor ZIMMERN, to be overcome by 
“the massive, unquestioning self-confi- 
dence” of the Englishman. In contact 
with the conquering race the Welsh 
“find it well-nigh impossible to ‘be 
“themselves and are wont to assume 
“unreal and alien attitudes to cover 
“ their confusion and embarrassnient.” 
So'a. Welshman in English society, Eng- 
Tish ‘politics. or English business in- 
 stinctively becomes an actor, in which 
éapacity Mr. Lioyp GEorGE was ruin; 
ously successful. Mr. ZimMmRN describes 
his period of power as “a constant and 
“ sterile succession of ‘well-staged . crises 
“and momentarily satisfying dénoue- 

“ments.” And precisely this theatrical 
quality, he says, enabled Mr. Lioyp 
Grorce: to impose himself for a time on 
the unimaginative Conservatives, as it 
had once ma&de possible the rise of 
DISRAELI. 

Some allowance must be made for the 
fact that Mr. ZimMeRN is a Liberal, 
naturally angry at the mdn who aban- 
doned the Liberal Party. Yet he writes 
from personal observation of Mr. Ludyp 
GORGE as a sort of mysterious Vizier 
of decadent Rome, potent in palace in- 
trigue, protected by a bodyguard of his 
fellow-countrymen,-who debased British 
public life by. “herculean underworld 
labors.” “ Face to face with a stronger 
“but less observant and quick-witted 
“ people, Welshmen have developed, as 
“the Greeks developed in face of the 
“ Romans, and later of the Turks, an 
“ astounding capacity for wire-pulling.” 


Mr. ZIMMERN concludes with a com-" 


parison of the Welsh slave-vizier to 
PLaTo’s picture of the democratic man, 
his soul distracted by the lack of any 
inner order.

41 TRAINS CARRIED 
21,000 HARVEST HANDS 


Railway Describes Task of Haul- 
ing Workers to Save Cana- 
dian Crops. 


The stupendous efforts of the Canadian 
National Railways in handling an army 
of 21,000 harvest hands, including 7,000 
from England, in order to save the crops 
ofthe Dominion, are described in the 
current issue of the Canadian National 
Railways Magazine. According to this 
account it was necessary to operate 
forty-one ‘trains, with the use of 235 


cars, to carry this crowd of workers. 
A large number of the coaches made two 
or three trips to the west.

BANKERS PREDICT 
FARM PROSPERITY 


Endorse Coolidge’s Views That 
New Relief Legislation Is 
Not Necessary. 


AID FOR WHEAT GROWERS 


Co-operative Associations for ‘Mar- 
keting and Loans Are Sufficient, 
Financiers Say. 


President Coolidge will not attempt 
to find a new panacea for the reported 
ills of the agricultural world, but~ will 
urge the country’s legislators to rely 
upon existing agencies for whatever re- 
lef may be necessary, in the opinion 
of a number of New York bankers. 
These bankers, while admitting that the 
wheat farmer may. be in a plight, scout 
the idea that the. agricultjral situation 
generally is depressing.

Déoreies in Expaets ‘of Amer: 
ican Manufactures Due to Cur- 
_ rency, Commerce Depart- 
< ment Says. 


PEOPLE ARE . ECONOMIZING 


‘Active Retail Buying Due to a De- 
sire to Get Rid of the Worth- 
less Paper Mark. 


—— 


Many American manufacturers do not 
even yet seem to realize that our manu- 
factured products have for the time be- 
ing lost their position in the German 
market chiefly because of the disparity 
between German internal values and 
those in foreign countries, reckoned in 
terms of high exchange currencies, says 
@ report on American trade with Ger- 
many issued by the Department of Com- 
merce. The report recites that it has 
repeatedly been pointed out by Amer- 
ican business men that, even during the 
periods of most .severe mark decline, 
German retail buying has been ex- 
tremely active, despite the tremendous 
fall in the German individual’s pur- 
chasing power. 

The panic buying which has accom- 
panied every serious fall in the value 
of the mark is all part of the “flight 
from the mark” psychology which has 
marked German economic and social 
life, says. the report, which continues: 

“In reality, the German people are 
now practicing rigid economy, and pur-.~ 
chasing is often of a speculative nature, 
carefully planned against further price 
increases. . Saving of paper marks has | 

practically disappeared in Germany.

to dispose of the Raph reg ageme cur- 
rency by investing either in gene of a 
tangible value or in stocks o specu- 
lative character.. The German is hoard- 
ing everything he can except his worth- 
less marks: But, for reasons before 
mentioned, it is impossible for him to 
transfer his income into purchases of 
foreign. manufactured articles whenever 
those articles can be produced at home.
